Report from Habana— Inspection and fumigation of vessels — History 
of yellow fever cases at San Luis, Oriente Province— Sanitary 
measures taken. 

Passed Assistant Surgeon Amesse reports, January 4: 

Week ended January 2. 

Vessels inspected 18 

Bills of health issued 23 

Members of crews of outgoing vessels inspected 1 , 624 

Passengers of outgoing vessels inspected 2, 260 

Yellow fever reappeared in Cuba during this period, 2 cases having 
been reported from the town of San Luis, Oriente Province, 20 miles 
north of Santiago de Cuba. 

Both patients were taken from a cafe near the railway station and 
isolated in the civil hospital at Santiago, where one case terminated 
fatally on December 31, the diagnosis being verified by autopsy. 

Prompt measures were taken to locate the focus of infection, and a 
sanitary squad of 100 men was dispatched from Santiago to carry out 
the necessary fumigation. 



Reports from Matanzas — Inspection of vessels. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Nunez reports, December 21 and 28 and 
January 5: 

Week ended December 19. Bills of health were granted to 3 vessels 
clearing for United States ports in good sanitary condition. No fumi- 
gations were performed. The health of the city and its vicinity 
continues good; no quarantinable diseases have been reported. 

Week ended December 26. Bill of health issued to a sailing vessel 
clearing for Mobile, Ala., in good sanitary condition. No quarantin- 
able diseases were reported. 

Week ended January 2. Bills of health issued to 4 vessels bound 
for United States ports in good sanitary condition. The sanitary con- 
dition of this port and surrounding country continues good. No 
quarantinable diseases were reported during the week. 

Report from Santiago — Inspection of vessels — House inspections. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Wilson reports, December 29: 

Week ended December 26. Bills of health issued to 6 vessels bound 

for the United States. No vessel was fumigated. No quarantinable 

disease was reported. 
The sanitary department reports for the week 3,021 inspections of 

houses; mosquito larvae were found in only 3.

INDIA. 

Report from Calcutta — Transactions of service — Cholera, plague, and 
smallpox — Plague in India and Bengal. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Eakins reports, December 10: 
During the week ended December 5 a bill of health was issued to 
the steamship Ince Bank bound for Boston and New York with a total 
crew of 28, to the steamship Khalip bound for Galveston with a total 
crew of 55, to the steamship Bechuana bound for Boston and New 
York with a total crew of 50, to the steamship Inverness bound for 
Boston and New York with a total crew of 31 and 1 passenger, and 
to the steamship Denbigh Hall bound for Philadelphia and New York 
with a total crew of 58. The usual precautions were taken, the holds 
fumigated, rat guards placed on the wharf lines, and the Asiatics' 
effects disinfected. 

During the week ended November 28 there were 11 deaths from 
cholera, 8 from plague, and 6 from smallpox in Calcutta. In Bengal 
there were 74 cases of plague with 54 deaths. In India during the 
same period there were 2,156 cases of plague with 1,646 deaths.
